iEnglish Paper “Has High Praise

Washington, Maren 6.—That the pre- 
sident’s request regarding the repeal of 
ithe provision of the Panama canal act 
iwhich exempts American coatwise 
shipping from tolls” will be granted 
| there seems to be little doubt, despite 
the fact there be vigorous opposition to 
the repeal in both houses. 

Aside from the hearing of yes 
message on the Panama tolls question, 
some of the phrases used by the pre- 
sident attracted widespread comment 
in congressional quarters as relating to 
lforeign questions in general. In some 
iquarters there was a disposition to re- 
gard some of his. statements in the 
lnntire of a warning of the difficulties 
linvolved in “other matters of even 
greater delicacy and nearer conse- 
quences.” 

Phase Had no Significance. 

Later in the day the president himself 
in talking with callers explained that 
these phrases had no significance be- 
yond their bearIng on the need of rigor- 
ous good faith in the Panama tolls 
} question, as an evidence of unwavering 
good faith on all other questions, and 
that nothing critical was pending In 
foreign relations, But the language of 
the message continued to be com- 
mented upon as having an application 
considerably broader than the Panamh 
question. 

Sailing Close to Wind. 

Word had come to the president of 
a general impression In Europe that the 
United States was “sailing as close to 
the wind as possible in interpreting 
promises made in its treaties,” = 

No pressure had been brought. to bear 
by any nation to emphasize their view 
in this connection but the president felt 
confident that foreign governments had 
this feeling on the subject. 

Senator Shively, acting chairman of 
the foreign relations committee, com- 
menting, said last night he was as- 
sured resident Wilson's references to 
other matters meant all forelgn mat- 
ters confronting the government. “The 
administration has inherited many 
foreign problems” he said, and it 18 
necessary that our foreign relations be 
readjusted.” 

When the house committee on inter- 
state commerce meets tomorrow it Is 
expected to favorably report the Sims 
bill to repeal the exemption clause. On 
the senate side a bill for that purpose 
was introduced last year by Senator 
Root of New York. 

Representative Palmer of Penna, an- 
nounced that a poll of the house con- 
clusively demonstrated that there are 
more than enough votes in the house 
to sustain the presidentés appeal. 

Praises President's Message. 

London, March 6.—The Daily Graphic 
in an editorial this morning, praises 
President Wilson's message lo congress 
yesterday, urging the repeal of the 
clause of Panama Canal Act, ex- 
empting from the payment of tolls Am- 
erican coastwise shipping.

THE TRANSCONTINENTAL 
AND THE RAILWAY SCIENCE 

At a time when, speaking generally, railway construc- 
tion was not half as extensive as now-a-days, it cost the 
Canadian Pacific Railway $100,000 a mile for the mountain 
section for construction which was never represented as being 
other than a temporary line which would later require to he 
made permanent by tremendously expensive betterments of 
the roadway and substitution of steel for the flimsy wooden 
bridges with which the gorges were originally spanned. This 
reconstruction is still going on and the money spent on that 
account now totals many times the original cost of the road. 


At the present time the Canadian Pacific is spending no less) 


than one hundred million dollars in reconstructing and double- 
tracking this mountain section which originally cost only 
$100,000 per mile. 

Down in Ottawa at the present time the conservative 
government is all heated up over a report concerning the 
Transcontinental which shows that the $234,000,000 which 
it cost to build the 1,805 miles equals $129,000 per mile, a 
figure which, they say, is so tremendous that the road can 
never be made to pay the fixed charges. 

So far, however, nobody has come forward to suggest 
that the road built was not a good road, or that it was not 
permanent construction, On the other hand, the charge 
amounts to the accusation that the character of the construc- 
tion is too good, 

To those who have followed the business of railway 
construction or have been intimate observers in the changes 
and developments which have been wrought by a half century 
of experience, it is as evident as the paper on the wall that 
the Canadian Pacitic which was built through the mountain 
country at a cost of $100,000 per mile represented one idea 
or fashion or type or school, or whatever you might call it, 
of railway construction, while the Transcontinental, which 
cost $129,000 a mile across a flat country, represented entirely 
another type, and that each is exactly the opposite of the 
other, 

In the days when the Canadian Pacific was being built 
the great equation was the financial one. Money was scarce 
and hard to get and it was pretty hard scrabbling to get anyone 
to risk it in the hare-brained adventure of threading the snow 
peaks of the Kickinghorse. The great desideratum was to get 
the line in—as cheaply as possible, but get it in—and fix it up 
afterward. And in that day, considering all the circumstances 
and contingencies and chances, that was very good business. 

But in the days when the Transcontinental was under- 
taken there had become a very different idea about railroad 
economies, and a very different idea—or rather dissipation of 
doubt—about the west. Railway science has come to regard 
initial temporary construction as very wasteful, and only to be 
resorted to in cases of financial exigencies. To build perman- 

-ently in the first place, engineers declare, costs less than to 
build temporarily and rebuild later, besides being enormously 
cheaper in the matter of maintenance. In the case of the 
Transcontinental, there was no reason in the world why the 
road should not be of the most permanent nature right at the 
commencement. There was no wild-cat financing to do. The 
government could get what money was needed and it) was 
building a road for all time. The more substantially it was 
built the less it would cost to maintain, and the more even 
the grades the less it would cost to operate. As for the traffic 
possibilities, there was no shadow of doubt about that. The 
west was already producing tremendously and the production 
was jumping year after year at a most phenomenal rate. The 
traffic was ready and waiting the moment the road was com- 
pleted. 

So that this was the character of road that the Laurier 
government decided to build, and this is the character that they 
did build-as far as it was in their power to do so. The road 
is now almost complete and the conservative dope factory in 
Ottawa is cluttering the wires with a rumor to the effect 
that the Grand Trunk Pacific will refuse to assume the fixed 
charges of a road which cost $129,000 a mile, which is their 
lease price for half a century under the agreement. 

The rumor is so altogether improbable that there is very 
little reason to give it serious consideration. But even if it 
were true, nothing could be more fortunate for western 
Canada. With a road of the character of the Transcontinental 
connected up with the Intercolonial and operated as a govern- 
ment road, the solution of half the railway problem of Canada 
would be furnished at once by giving access, over the finest 
new road in the world, ta the western prairies.

Prof Coolidge, 48 Today, 
Is an Itinerant Educator 


Prof. Archibald Cary Coolidge, the 
distinguished historian and Jlarvard's 
itinerant ambassador, first breathed 
the classic atmosphere of Boston 48 
years ago today. Ever since that day 
he has called the Hub of the universe 
home, but he has seldom been at home. 
“Where is our wandering boy to- 
night?" the Harvard undergraduates 
sing, with great feeling, referring to 
Prof. Coolidge, and the answer may be 
Perlin or Paris or Santiago de Chile 
or Pekin, but seldom Cambridge. Trot 
Coolidge’s last assignment was as ex- 
change professor at the University of 
Berlin, where he had ably defended 
American educational institutions and 
methods against the criticisms and 
sneers of the Germans, who hold, as 
a first article of faith, that it ls im- 
possible to secure anything resembling 
a real education outside of the 
Kalser’s empire. 

In his youth, Prof. Coolidge imbibed 
from the founts of learning in many 
lands, He cratuated from Harvard, 
with the degree of A. B., in 1887, and 
then went to Germany, where he spent 
a year at the University of Berlin, to 
which he was later destined to hecor: 
exchange professor, After that he 
absorbed lore and wisdom at the 
Eeole des Sciences Politiques in Paris, 
and Frelburg, in Baden, where he be- 
came a Doctor of Philosophy. 

In the meantime Prof. Coolidge had 
essayed a alplomatic career by serving 
as acting secretary of the American 
legation at St. Petersburg during the 
winter of 1890-1891, In 1892 he was 
for a time private secretary to the 
United States minister to France, the 
Hon. T. J. Coolidge, his uncle. The 
folowlng year he was secretary of 
the American legation at Vienna. 

Prof. Coolidge begun his educational 
career at his alma mater in 1893 as 
an instructor In history. Tn 1899 he 
was made an assistant professor, and 
in 1905 and 1996 he toured the Orient 
with the Serbonne and other French 
universities. In 1908 he became a 
full-fledged professor, published his 
famous book, “The United States as a 
America as tho representative of 
North America’s oldest university at 
the Pan-American Sclentific congress, 
held at Santiago, Chile, 

Dr. Coolidge was recently the guest 
of honor at a dinner {n Beriin, and 
was eulogized by Prof. Paul Shorey, 
the German exchange professor at the 
University of Chicago, as one of 
America's greatest and ablest educa- 
tors and historians, and as a brilliant 
representative of that ancient Cam- 
bridge institution which, he said, was 
“founded to train and educate the In- 
dians and is now educating the world.” 


Scotland's premier peer, the thir- 
teonth Duke of Hamilton, was born 
f2 years ago today, and has held the 
title for nearly 20 years, The family 
history of the Duke began with the 
Sir James Douglas who fought with 
Robert Bruce, and whose brother was 
regent of Scotland and fell at Hall- 
don Hill in 1333, The son of the lat- 
ter, the first Earl of Douglas, was also 
a Aistinguished warrior and the sec- 
ond earl defeated Hotspur and fell at 
Otterburn. The fourth earl after be- 
ing wounded and taken prisoner by 
Hotspur escaped and felled the King 
of England. <A son of the first Earl 
of Douglas became the first Earl of 
Angus in 1889. Other titles held by 
the duke include, Baron of Avon, Pol- 
mont, Macanshire, Innérdale, Anber- 
nethy and Jedburgh Forest, Baron 
Dutton of Great Britain and Duke of 
Chatelherault, France,

Birthday of Du Maurier, 
Author of Best Joke. 

Since the days of Adam and Eve, 
or the first man-monkey to become a 
monkey-man, there have been 
fessional and amateur Jokesmiths, and 
they haye helped much to make life 
worth living. Mark Twain declared 
that there are but seven originai or 
root Jokes In existence, and that all 
others are but variations, A perusal 
of the “current output of the Jjoke- 
smiths lends color to this assertion, 
but now and then a Joke {s published 
that has all the elements of surprise 
of absolute freshness and originality. 
Not long ago a company of distin- 
guished Evglish literary men and wo- 
men attempted to discover the world's 
best joke, and, after a vote, they 
awarded the palm to Du Maurier's 
thetch dealing with the urchin, the 
porter and the grandfather's clock. 
George Louls Parmella Busson Du 
Maurier, who was born In Paris eighty 
years ago today, is thus immortalized 
as the father of the supreme joke of 
the centuries, as well as the author of 
the celebrated “Trilby.” 

It was while he was a member of 
the staff of Punch that Du Maurier 
drew the caricaturs which represented 
a poster staggering along under the 
weight of a grandfather's clock of 
enormous size, which he had been em- 
ployed to deliver, A small boy of the 
streets hails him, and the text gave 
the “punch” to the Punch joke:

dently expects to prevent, {ts represen- 
tatives declare, 

President Kan Johnson of the Ameri- 
cau league, came into the city today 
on the same train with James Gilmore, 
head of the Federal organization. Last 
night brought President John K, Tener 
of the National league to the city. The 
national commission was completed 
by the arrival of President August 
Herrmann of the Cincinnatl club, 
Heads of other clubs who reached here 
are Jos. J. Lannin, of the Boston Red 
Sox, Wm. Baker, of the Philadelphia 
Nationals; James E. Gaffney of the 
Boston Nationals; Robert L. Hedges, of 
the St, Louis Americans, and President 
Chas, H. Ebbets of the Brooklyns, The 
minor leagues were well represented. 

The magnates will go down to meet 
the Lusitania on the government rey- 
enue cutter, which leaves here at 6 


cutter. There was some talk of char- 
tering a boat, but as this would not give 
the Federals admission to the Lusitania, 
they were sald to have about decided 
to meet the players at the dock, which 
will give the organized league men an 
advantage, 

Gilmore today sent wireless messages 
to the eight players he wants—Speaker,

The conference 
which was over the status of players in 
dispute, was unproductive of any agree- 
ment, although Baker said the problem 
would be left to Governor Tener, 

Baker recently wrote to President 
Ward, of Brooklyn, informing him that 
Pitcher Seaton had accepted his terms 
before he signed with the Brooklyn 
Federals, Ward replied that the mat- 
ter had been referred to President Gil- 
more. Gilmore said today that {f the 
Vhillies wanted Seaton back they must 
give up Catcher Killifer, President 


President Ban Johnson made a state- 
ment during the day, Im which he de- 
plored the meeting held between Gi!- 
more and the two National league pre- 
sidents, Johnson said he is not here to 
tulk peace to the Federal league, but tu 
welcome the tourtsts. 

"We will fight these people to the 
bitter end” said Johnson. “They have 
nothing but a bunch of sand-lotters, 
with a small sprinkling of Major league 
players. They got about ten from our 
learue. The Federal Jeague affairs are 
taken too serlously.

The Italian, whose real 
name is Francesco Conte, was born in 
Kenosha, Wls., In 1889, and entered the 
ring at the age of 16. Ho fought a draw 
with Ad Wolgast in 1907, and again at 
Racino in 1908. In 1910 he knocked out 
Monte Attell, twice defeated Joe Man- 
dot, and went 15 rounds to a draw 
with Abe Attell. These performances 
made Conley look like a coming cham- 
plon, and he challenged Coulon, but 
was defented, although he stayed the 
limit, Later in 1911 he fought a 20- 
round draw with Joe Rivers, and in 
February, 1912, Coulon gave him an- 
other chance.

The adjourned session of the city 
council held at five o'clock last night 
was largely taken up in discussing a 
recommendation made by the mayor 
in reference to the selection of a 
cemctery site. After dispensing with 
several other items of business, the 
mayor recommended that the council 
name a committee consisting of Rev. 
Dr. D. G. McQueen, Rey. Father O. 
Cornelier, and G, R. F. Kirkpatrick to 
make the selection. He then suggested 
that the appointment of such a com- 
mittee would put the selection of a site 
on a plane that would eliminate the 
talk of graft that has entered into the 
situation recently. The mayor de- 
clared that these men would be above 
suspicion. The members of the coun- 
cil were very much divided on the 
proposal; some wanted the old ceme- 
tery committee to deal with the pro- 
position, others the committee’ on 
safety and health to complete the task 
of making the selection, and still 
others the council to deal with the 
knotty problem in committee of the 
whole. After a heated debate, in 
which practically every member spoke 
several times, a motion to adjourn 
was made by Alderman Smith = and 
seconded by Alderman Calder. Those 
in favor of adjournment to settle the 
trouble were Aldermen May, Douglas, 
Calder, Clarke, Smith and Campbell. 

On the suggestion of Alderman 
Clarke the mayor explained to council 
that he was leaving the city solely on 
business for the city. On belng ques- 
tion by Alderman Calder the mayor 
further explained that he intended to 
arrange for the financing of the city 
during the present year. 

Alderman Calder called attention to 
the fact ihat council had not yet been 
informed as to what business Commis- 
sioner Chalmers was doing for the city 
while In Montreal. He stated that the 
permission of council should first have 
been asked.
